UNITED  NATIONS,  N.Y.  (AP) 
•Premier  Khrushchev  and  Presi- 
dent Johnson  may  appear  at  the 
U.N.  General  Assembly  session 
that  starts  Nov.  10— and  pull  in 
leaders  of  other  nations  official 
U.N.  sources  said  Wednesday. 

THE  SOURCES  told  reporters 
they  thought  Khrushchev  would 
show  up  in  the  new  year,  per- 
haps before  the  assembly’s  tar- 
get closing  date  of  Feb.  26. 

They  said  President  Johnson 
had  informed  Secretary-General 
U Thant  he  would  be  happy  to 
visit  the  United  Nations  again 
“depending  on  the  outcome  of 
certain  events  in  this  country” — 
meaning  if  he  is  elected  on  Nov.  3. 

THE  INFORMANTS  SAID 
Thant  invited  the  two  when  he 


visited  Moscow  last  July  and 
Washington  last  August.  He  is- 
sued a similar  invitation  to  Presi 
dent  Charles  de  Gaulle  in  Paris 
before  going  to  Moscow.  They 
had  no  information  on  De  Gaulle’s 
reply, 

IF  Khrushchev  and  Johnson 
come,  other  heads  of  government 
are  expected  to  follow  suit.  That 
happened  when  Khrushchev  last 
attended  the  assembly  for  a few 
weeks  in  1960.

With  Johnson  in  the  Midwest, 
(AP)-President  Johnson  declared 
in  America’s  corn  belt  Wednesday 
that  there  are  those  in  the  land 
who  policies  would  wreck  and 
baiikrupt  the  Social  Securitj'  Sy- 
stem and  one  farmer  out  of  every 
five. 


Johnson  hammered  away  on 
bread  basket  and  pocketbok  is- 
sues, on  place,  prosperity  and  res- 
ponsibility— and  on  Republican 
presidential  nominee  Barry  Gold- 
wate,  but  not  by  name. 

In  Des  Moines,  low'a,  the  first 
stop  on  Johnson’s  11-state  camp- 
aign trip,  police  Chief  Vear  Dou- 
glas estimated  a total  turnout  of 
177,000  persons  in  a city  of  about 
225,000— the  biggest  crowd,  he 
said,  the  city  has  ever  seen. 

The  President  told  the  people 
they  have  a choice  Nov.  3 between 
peak  prosperity  or  wrecked  pro- 
gress; between  tested,  good-sense 
policies  for  keeping  peace  or  an 
uncharged  course. 


Goidwater 


NEWARK,  N.J.,  (AP)  -Sen. 
Barry  Goidwater  hammered  hard 
for  morality  in  government  and 
law  and  order  in  the  streets  Wed- 
nesday, pledging  personal  leader- 
ship in  a-  war  on  crime. 

The  Republican  Presidential 
candidate  stressed  these  twin 
themes  as  he  stumped  for  votes  in 
New'  Jersey,  lashing  out  also  at 
the  growing  concentration  of 
power  in  Washington. 

He  rapped  President  Lyndon  B. 
Johnson  for  slogans,  saying: 

“We  have  heard  of  and  seen 
many  wars  in  the  time  of  the 
present  administration.  But  have 
we  yet  heard  of  the  only  needed 
war — the  war  against  crime? 

“This  I can  pledge  to  you — that 
I will  launch  the  attack.” 

The  Arizona  Senator  said  that 
if  elected  he  would  use  “our  pow- 
er and  influence  to  see  that  law 
enforcement  officers,  on  the  state 
and  local  level,  get  back  the  pow- 
er. They  need  to  carry  out  their 
job.”

Pilot  Error  Cited 
In  Hubbs’  Crash 

WASHINGTON  (AP)  — The 
plane  crash  last  February  which 
kiljed  Chicago  Cubs  second  base- 
man  Ken  Hubbs  has  been  blamed 
on  pilot  error. 

Hubbs,  the  22-year-old  ball  star, 
was  piloting  the  light  single  en- 
gined  plane  when  it  crashed  into 
Utah  Lake  Feb.  13.  He  was  flying 
from  Provo  to  California. 

The  probable  cause  of  the  accid- 
ent was  the  attempt  of  Hubbs, 
not  qualified  to  fly  by  instru- 
ments, to  continue  visual  flight 
“into  an  area  of  adverse  weather, 
resulting  in  a loss  of  control,”  the 
report  of  the  Civil  Aeronautics 
Board,  released  this  week,  said. 

Killed  with  Hubbs  was  a friend 
Dennis  E.  Doyle,  23.  Both  were 
formt-r  BYU  students.
